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RILLER George Bassler wiped the 

sweat from his forehead with the 
grease-stained sleeve of his dark blue 
work shirt. “New England might be 
pretty country and a nice place to 
live,” said the lean, amiable contractor 
who paused momentarily to catch his 
breath, “but making a living in the 
well drilling business here is a real 
tough proposition.” 

With these words Bassler should- 
ered a heavy piece of lumber and was 
off to help finish setting up one of 
his Bucyrus-Erie 22-Ws. It was about 
to drill an 18-in. diameter, 55-ft. deep 
elevator shaft for a new life-science 
educational building being construct- 





it's Speed That Counts 


ed on the University of Connecticut 
campus in Storrs. 

Young Bassler (he’s 28) headquar- 
ters at Wilton, Conn., picturesque sub- 
urban community of between 6,000 
and 7,000 population situated in the 
extreme southwestern part of the state. 
Wilton’s population has mushroomed 
within recent years, bringing to the 
area a tremendous surge in new home 
construction. There has also been a 
corresponding increase in the demand 
for water wells, and no end to that 
demand is in sight. 

The prospect of lucrative profits 
here prompted a swarm of outside 
drilling contractors to expand their

a day. He also recently drilled a 180- 


operations to include the Wilton ter- 
ritory. I addition, several enterprising 
local individuals went into the busi- 
ness with an eye to making big money 
fast, until today at least two dozen 
contractors blanket the area, accord- 
ing to Bassler. The general result has 
been fierce competition, forcing the 
prices for drilling wells way below 
their real value. 

This situation has, in Bassler’s 
words, made the drilling business 
around Wilton real tough. “I don't 
mind competition,” said Bassler, “but 
some of these fellows are so hungry 
for work they'll drill a well for a 
fraction of what it’s worth. As a con- 
sequence, everyone is forced to put 
two or three times as much effort into 
making a dollar than might otherwise 
be necessary. It’s not unusual just to 
break even on a job. Nor is it un- 
usual to suffer an occasional loss.”

Bassler seems to have solved the 
profit and loss problem, making him 
one of the most enterprising drillers 
in the area. “I’ve learned the only 
way to come out ahead in drilling a 
well around here is to put down a 
hole as quickly as possible and then 
move right on to the next job. Speed 
is essential. Without it there’s no sense 
staying in business.” 

Bassler claims that three factors 
account for his speed: owning the best 
equipment available, rigidly follow- 
ing preventive maintenance practices 
to keep that equipment in top shape 
and operating at 100% efficiency at 
all times. 

Efficiency to Bassler means, among 
other things, starting a contract on

schedule and finishing it without un- 
necessary delays or costly breakdowns. 
To insure a continuous and smooth- 
running operation, his drills — two 
diesel-powered Bucyrus-Erie 22-Ws— 
are greased at least once a day, and 
their Allis-Chalmers power packs get 
an oil change every 70 to 75 hours. 
Parts on the machines are replaced 
with the best materials available 
before they have a chance to wear out. 
When moving to a new job site, the 
drill rigs and all supplies are hauled 
in one trip. “I’ve never been held 
up for want of casing, water, fuel or 
other supplies, and my maintenance 
program has been so good that I’ve 
had few breakdowns and few fishing 
jobs with which to contend,” brags 
Bassler. 

Bassler’s speed was amply demon- 
strated at Storrs, where his 22-W was 
ready to sink the elevator shaft in half 







































a day. He also recently drilled a 180- 
ft. deep, 6-in. diameter home well in 
three days, including setting up, tear- 
ing down and casing 30 feet of the 
hole. He works right with his drillers 
in the initial stages of a job and is 
always on hand in case trouble de- 
velopes, further assuring the speed and 
success of his operation. 

The majority of Bassler’s work con- 
sists of 6-in. wells for suburban home 
developments within a 25-mile radius 
of Wilton. He occasionally contracts 
8-in. wells for swimming pools and 
air conditioning units and has drilled 
some elevator holes. 

Ground formations in the territory 
are very unpredictable, often chang- 
ing from soft to hard rock within the 


22-W set up to sink the 18-in. eleva- 
tor hole, which was to be 55 feet deep. 





matter of a few feet, both vertically 
and horizontally. In drilling a well 
here is what Bassler will usually en- 
counter: 15 to 20 feet of clay over- 
burden interspersed with gravel and 
boulders. Then comes solid rock, 
which may be shale, mica schist, soap- 
stone or very hard granite. The 22-Ws 
each average 120 to 125 feet per 
week through this material, using 
machine-dressed_ bits. 


Hires Drillers 

George Bassler was lured into the 
well drilling business by his fascina- 
tion for heavy equipment. He went to 
work for a local contractor right after 
graduating from high school in his 
hometown of Norwalk, Conn. This 
was 1949. By late 1950 Bassler had 
saved enough money for a down- 
payment on a brand new Bucyrus-Erie 
20-W. In 1953 Bassler’s career was 
interrupted by a hitch in the Army. 
Upon his return to civilian life, he 
purchased a 22-W, working the rig 
16 hours a day, seven days a week. 
More recently, Bassler purchased the 
second 22-W; he has also hired Drill- 
ers Joe Laszlo and Jerry Vyhnak to 
operate the rigs. George spends most 
of his estimated 80-hour work week 
looking after business matters, such 
as bidding new jobs and making col- 
lections on completed contracts. 

Bassler has drilled some deep wells, 
and some he has put down in amaz- 
ingly fast time, like the 180-ft. deep 
one drilled in three days. But two jobs 
overshadow his other accomplish- 
ments, and these Bassler will undoubt- 
edly never forget. Both involved 
clashes with water dowsers. 

Last summer George contracted to 
drill a 6-in. home well near Wilton. 
After carefully checking the terrain, 
he decided the most likely spot to get 
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Vyhnak and Laszlo strain under weight of 6-in. bit being loaded into 14 -ton truck. 


a sufficient supply was a point about 
300 feet from the house. The home 
owner, however, wanted a guarantee 
of water if the hole were drilled here, 
a guarantee George would not make. 
“In that case,” said the owner, “I'll 
decide where you should drill.” He 
picked a spot 20 feet from the house, 
mainly with the idea of saving on 
pipe costs. 


With the hole cased to a depth of 
150 feet and the bit resting at 350 
feet, the owner finally admitted he 
had been wrong and agreed to move 
to another location. “But this time 
we're going to be scientific,” he said. 

A dowser from upper Connecticut 
was brought in and with his pronged 
rod picked three spots—all near the

N the San Joaquin Valley area 

around Fresno, Calif., people seem 
to get the same feeling when well- 
drilling problems get tough. More 
than one driller, when asked to drill 
a large diameter well too big for his 
equipment or when a good deal of 
hard rock or cobbled stones are likely 
to be encountered, will tell the cus- 
tomer to “call Belknap in Reedley. 
He’s equipped to handle almost any 
type job.” 

Owns Rotary Rig 

A number of factors may be re- 
sponsible for this thinking. It could 
be Belknap’s dependable type of drill- 
ing and his policy of tackling prac- 
tically any job that comes along. It 
could be the new, late model cable- 
tool machines he uses—plus a rotary 
rig he owns—have added to his repu- 
tation. It could be the drillers he 
employs are among the best in the 
San Joaquin Valley. Or it could be a

combination of all these factors, which 
is much more likely. 

The name of Belknap has for more 
than a quarter century been one of 
the most respected names in Cali- 
fornia’s well-drilling industry. Bill 
Belknap, present owner and manager 
of the business, has been at drilling 
since 1946. But for 25 years before 
that his father, B. E. (Bert) Belknap, 
produced domestic, municipal, irriga- 
tion and other type wells throughout 
the central California area. When 
Bert Belknap died in 1954, he left 
behind a rich legacy which can’t be 
measured in terms of money. His le- 
gacy takes the form of hundreds of

ing where his father left off. 

In many respects, the senior Bel- 
knap might have had an easier job 
than the one Bill now faces. The area 
is one of the most competitive in Cali- 
fornia for a well driller. Consider, for 
example, these typical drilling prices: 

A 6-in. hole brings $1.50 per foot; 
an 8-in. well is drilled for $1.75 per 
foot; 10-in. work is done for $2.00 per 
foot; 12-in. drilling, $2.25 per foot; 
a 14-in. well, $2.75; and a 16-in. 
job, only $3.25. These prices are 
somewhat higher when rock and cob- 
bles are encountered, but by and large 
the competition is very keen, espe- 
cially on easier drilling. 


Drills from Barge 


To meet the competition and set 
some of his own, Belknap frequently 
works as far north as Merced, Calif., 
as far south as Delano, and he’s even 
done some work right on the coast for 
the United States Navy. Last year, 
on one of the most interesting jobs 
he’s ever done, Belknap dismantled 
his then new Bucyrus-Erie 60-L from 
its truck mounting, put it on a steel- 
pontooned barge and was cabled in 
the center of a raging river at Mam- 
moth Pool Dam for several weeks — 
sampling the alluvial overburden at 
the dam foundation below the stream 
bed. He also drilled the holes for 
piezeometer tubes at the dam site. 

Belknap’s headquarters are near the 
center of a broad agricultural valley, 
but his drilling territory contains a 
great variety of geological formations. 
There are areas where the overburden 
on the valley floor consists mostly of 
sand and very fine gravel. In other 
spots, the gravel changes to much 
larger size cobbles, some in the 8 to 
12-in. range. When he is called up in-

to the nearby mountains to drill, his 
machines must meet the test of hard 
blue granite. 

In the granitic hills, water is usually 
found in cracks and seams. Down on 
the valley floor, there is an excellent 
sand-gravel aquifer, which ages and 
ages of infiltration from discharging 
mountain streams has built up. The 
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water level has gone down somewhat. 
But the situation is not nearly as criti- 
cal as in some other sections of the 
country. This is because great irriga- 
tion works and canals have been built 
in California by the United States 
Bureau of Reclamation. They have 
harnessed water from the Kings and 
San Joaquin Rivers and have tended 
to level off the use of underground 
water, particularly in farming. 

In fact, when these works were fin- 
ished a few years back, Bill Belknap 
was almost forced out of business. His 
operations went from five machines 
down to one before he picked up the 
slack and again started forging ahead. 

Belknap is one of those natural- 
born tinkerers whose whole life has 


revolved around mechanical engineer- 
ing. He buys anything on sight which 
will convert into something he can 
use. Consequently, he has acquired a 
considerable amount of equipment 
over the years. So it’s a bit ironic to 
hear him sum up that experience by 
saying, “It doesn’t pay. And it took 
us longer than it should have to find 
that out.” 


Adds 60-L 


When Belknap first started in busi- 
ness, he made his own rigs, a fairly 
common practice at that time. In 
1948, his brother Kenneth became dis- 
satisfied with these obsolete machines 
and purchased a used Bucyrus-Erie 
24-L. It worked so nicely that the

Bucyrus-Erie name gained a rapid 
foothold. In two years, the 24-L was 
traded in on a new 22-W. More re- 
cently, Belknap added a new 60-L 
to his string. 

Besides the two Bucyrus-Eries, both 
of which are truck mounted, Belknap 
has a homemade rotary rig which 
he built himself. It's small, but it 
works. Operating on the reverse re- 
circulation principle, it’s mounted on 
a 4x4 Chevrolet truck and is driven 
by a GMC 270 engine. The unit has 
been used successfully on work up 
to 28 inches in diameter and to depths 
reaching 625 feet. 

There are also two older churn 
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drills, holdovers from earlier days. 
One is still serviceable for small jobs, 
but the other is ready for scrap. Bel- 
knap has also built up several special- 
purpose machines which work nicely, 
including a rig specially designed to 
set casing for the rotary. It is mounted 
on a 4x4 Chevrolet truck and has a 
Caterpillar D2 engine and other Cater- 
pillar equipment for furnishing power 
for setting a large diameter casing. He 
also has two compressed-air outfits 
for cleaning wells. They do the job so 
efficiently, incidentally, that he now 
takes jobs in formations he wouldn't 
have thought of several years back. 
Most of his wells are cased, with open 
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bottoms. Sand pumping has always 
been a problem in the valley. 

One of the air rigs uses a 315-cfm 
LeRoi compressor, with a Caterpillar 
D8 engine for power, and actually 
air lifts water and sand from the bot- 
tom of a well. This creates terrific 
turbulence and suction. Fines thus can 
be brought in and discharged before 
the well is placed on a pump. The 
other air unit has a 210-cfm Sullivan 
compressor and works on the same 
general principle as the larger unit. 
Belknap once rigged up an 8-in. air- 
lift; he powered it with five compres- 
sors. Cobbles as big as a man’s hat 
were lifted out of the bottom of the 
well. 

Despite the tough competition, Bel- 
knap’s drillers and other key men 
have been with him a number of 
years. The three men with the long- 
est service are paid on a percentage 
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basis; the others get straight wages. 
The men service and maintain the 
machines they operate. Each is assisted 
by one helper. Shop facilities at head- 
quarters are, of course, available to 
all crews and all machines. 

Ask Belknap if there’s any aspect 
of his business he’s unusually proud 
of and he'll probably point to his 
shop setup and yard. It’s located in 
Reedley, Calif., southwest of Fresno. 
The shop is equipped to maintain 
standard machines and to build parts 
for his older rigs. The 40x60-ft. 
aluminum shop building has a 130-ft. 
cverhang extension for parking cars. 
The main building houses an Ameri- 
can lathe with a 10-in. hollow spindle 
which is capable of running threads 
on the largest bits. 

Other shop equipment includes a 
smaller lathe, a General Electric

Pump Association Discusses 
Educational, Promotional 
Programs 


Reports on the triple-feature pro- 
motional campaign launched _ last 
spring and plans for the future were 
the main topics of discussion at the 
summer meeting of the National As- 
sociation of Domestic and Farm Pump 
Manufacturers, held recently at Lake 
Lawn Lodge, Delavan, Wis. 

The Association's Water Use 
Workshop program was reviewed and 
appraised. Russel Lewis, one of a team 
of three instructors conducting the 
workshops, called the program the 
most successful of its kind ever at- 
tempted in the water field. 


Work Together 

“The workshop project was a case 
of several sides of this industry being 
united in presenting one story. Com- 
petitors in business worked together 
for their own betterment,” Lewis said. 
The association gained considerable 
prestige among REA and other in- 
terests because of the project. This in 
itself was worthwhile, Lewis added. 

Between 375 and 400 persons at- 
tended the various state workshops, 
held from Feb. 25 to May 30. Among 
the audiences was a good representa- 
tion of health officials and sanitary 
engineers. 

Suggestions concerning future 
workshops were that they could be 
cut from three to two-day sessions, 
that the team of instructors be kept 
to two or three persons and that those 
attending include more local dealers. 
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Robert Hartshorn, a second mem- 
ber of the instructor team conducting 
the association’s workshop program, 
gave a talk on water purification. He 
said that the requirements of a modern 
home necessitate a system which will 
provide a minimum of 600 gph. 
“Where there’s an inadequate supply, 
it’s due to a lack of education of water 
needs on the part of the consumer.” 
Hartshorn added that “It’s the re- 
sponsibility of the water systems deal- 
er to see that a family will have 
enough water for both present and 
future needs.” 

In outlining the advantages of au- 
tomatic chlorination, Hartshorn said 
chlorination of water before it reaches 
the storage tank is the most satisfac- 
tory method of guaranteeing the user 
pure water. He added that adoption 
of such a standard by the pump man- 
ufacturers and well drillers would do 
a great deal to point up the advan- 
tages of an individual water system 
to both public health officials and the 
consumer himself.

these spots. At 60 feet a small stream 
of surface water developed. At 500 
feet the well produced 40 gallons of 
water in 16 hours, much to the dis- 
may of the owner, who now told 
George to “drill the well where you 
think best. All I want is water.” 

Bassler had to pull 140 feet of 
casing from the old hole. The casing 
could be removed only by setting off 
a charge of dynamite 40 feet from 
its bottom end. He then proceeded to 
drill at the point he originally thought 
would yield a sufficient supply. At 
180 feet this well developed 4 gpm; 

225 feet it developed 30 gpm. 

In his other encounter with a 
dowser, the home owner had taken 
the advice of the “witching man” be- 
fore contracting Bassler to drill the 
well. The 22-W sent down its 6-in. 
bit to a depth of 200 feet. The hole

was bone dry. George wanted to drill 
the well on adjoining property, where- 
upon the home owner asked for and 
got a permanent easement on the land, 
insuring him of a lifetime water sup- 
ply. George drilled 110 feet and hit 
“a true artesian vein.” It produced 10 
gpm, “and water flowed out over the 
casing.” 


Future Plans 


Bassler’s office is the kitchen of his 
ranch-style home, situated in green, 
wooded country on the fringe of Wil- 
ton township. In a space near the 
house that is cleared of heavy under- 
brush, he stores casing, drill bits, tools 
and other supplies. His practice of 
replacing parts before they wear out 
has saved Bassler from having major 
repair problems. The drill bits are 
machine-sharpened by a firm in New- 
ton, Conn. Bassler sends them out 
because he feels machine-dressed bits 
do a better, faster job than the hand 
forged ones. “Someday, though, I'll 
have a maintenance shop and my own 
bit dresser. But that'll have to wait 
until I’m bigger.” 

With Wilton continuing to grow 
and the demand for water wells in 
that area on the upswing, there’s little 
doubt that George Bassler someday 
will be “bigger.”

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Erie bit dresser, but the amount of 
hard granite rock drilling in the moun- 
tains still hasn’t approached the vol- 
ume which would justify such an 
investment. Electric hardfacing is used 
for bit dressing in the valley. But the 
hard granite definitely requires forg- 
ing and tempering, which up to now 
has been done by hand. Hardfacing 
rod simply breaks off in the granite. 

The pride of the yard is a 138-ft. 
long railroad. On its 20-ft. gauge 
tracks, Belknap built up a tubular 
gantry, fitted it with an electric crane 
and installed an automatic-starting, 
gas-driven Onan generating machine, 
which furnishes power for the electric 
hoist. In a pinch, the hoist also will 
operate from batteries. Along one 
side of the rails is a long bed where 
drill bits, fishing tools, pipe casing 
and other such things can be stored. 
It's no trick for a flat-bed truck to 
back up the haul road, pick up what- 
ever is needed and be on its way in 
minutes. The idea has definitely solved 
what is usually a serious yard problem 
around a well drilling headquarters. 


Build Up Spares 

It would be easy for Belknap to 
use his shop to take outside work. But 
he’s found that this doesn’t pay. The 
drilling shop which takes outside 
work usually finds, Belknap explained, 
that its own equipment needs work 
just about the time you're doing some- 
thing for someone else. It’s better to 
keep the shop ready for such emer- 
gencies, or better still, for building up 
spares in case they're needed by a rig. 

Concentrating on his drilling busi- 
ness, the Reedley driller has pushed 
hard for volume. He tried newspaper 
advertising for a time but found the 
returns from that media were not too 
effective.

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productive ideas he has ever come up 
with was the development of a direct 
mail information and advertising 
piece, which he sent out several years 
ago to postoffice, rural route and star 
route boxholders in a 70-mile wide 
area. Ten thousand of the brochures 
were sent. They produced enough busi- 
ness to keep him hopping for almost 
a year, but it also had an adverse effect. 
His competition saw red because the 
advertising stunt gave Belknap many 
a job he ordinarily wouldn’t have got. 

Last year he thought of repeating 
the stunt and in fact had some of the 
printing work already done. But he 
deferred to his competitors for a sound 
and unselfish reason. Delicate negotia- 
tions were under way at the time 
among all the drillers in the area to 
organize so that drilling prices could 
at least be stabilized where they were 


or raised on a uniform schedule by a 
small amount. Belknap forgot about 
sending out the handbills in light of 
the broader objective. 

“It was worth it, too,” he explained, 
“because many of these fellows are 
fine gentlemen, and, if something 
could be done to help all of us, it was 
much more important than my getting 
some temporary advantage that would 
eventually run its course.” 

Slowly and steadily, the domestic 
business, industrial wells and irrigation 
jobs—along with an occasional gov- 
ernment well for the Army Corps of 
Engineers, the Navy Bureau of Yards 
& Docks or the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion—are adding to Belknap’s busi- 
ness. His organization, sound and 
growing and well equipped as it is, is 
one of the sharpest well-drilling firms 
anywhere in the area.
